Indianapoli.s

10.—The 
first proposal for a new constitutional 
convention in Indiana came with the 
ir^troduction of a bill for an act, joint- 
ly, by Senators Harry Negley, of Mar- 
ion county, 
republican, 
and Abram 
Simmons, of Adams. Wells and Black- 
ford, democrat, in the upper hou.se of 
the 
general 
assembly today. 
It is 
therefore looked upon as a non-par- 
tisan measure. 
It was referred 
to 
the committee on constitutional revi- 
sion, which meets this afternoon to 
take up its consideration. 


In all fourteen bills were introduced 
in the senate and seventeen in the 
house before adjournment was taken 
to 10 o'clock tomorrow. 


Bill is Non-Partisan. 


The constitutional measure provides 
for the non-partisan election of 115 
delegates, two from each of the sen- i 
atorial districts of the state, and fif- 
teen at large, on the third Tuesday of 
September, 1917. Nomination of can- 
didates for delegates to the conven- 
tion shall be made by petition only, 
signed by 200 voters, none of whom 
shall be permitted to sign more than 
one petition. 


The convention so called shall meet 
the second Tuesday in January, 1918, 
under the provisions of the act. 
On 
demand of forty-five of the delegates 
any provision of the constitution then 
prepared shall be submitted to a pop- 
ular referendum separately. 


The bill provides that the delegates 
shall be paid a per diem and mileage 
tc be fixed by the convention. 
It 
would require that state, county and 
municipal officials shall furnish all 
information asked under penalty of 
$300 for failure to do so. 
The legis- 
lative and administrative branches of 
the state government are likewise re- 
quired to supply and collect'necessary 
data, including constitutional 
infor- 
mation from other states. 
The Indi- 
ana historical commission also shall 
furnish the secretary of mtate with

Denver, Col.. Jan. 10.—Col. William 
Frederick Cody (Buffalo Bill), 
soldier, 
himter and scout, died at 12:05 p. m. 
here today at the home of his sister. 


Col. William F. Cody, "Buffalo Bill," 
hunter, soldier, scout and showman, was 
for many years known to nearly every 
man, woman, boy and girl in America 
through his wild west show with which 
he toured this country and Europe. He 
was a picturesque type of the pioneer 
frontiresman and lived to see large cities 
built where he once hunted the buffalo 
and fought Indians. 


Col. William F. Cody was born in Scott 
county, Iowa, February 26, 1846. His 
ancestral stock was Spanish, English and 
Irish. His parents moved west and took 
up a claim near Leavenworth, Kansas, 
then a frontier Indian post, when Cody 
was five years old. At ten years of age 
he found himself the head of the family 
owing to the death of his father who 
was killed in an encounter growing out 
of a dispute over the negro slave ques- 
tion.

Cody's first employment 
was as a courier between the freight 
wagon trains operated between the Mis-

Washington, Jan. 10.—The fight for 
a "dry" national capital was trans- 
ferred to the house today from 
the 
senate where the Sheppard 
prohibi- 
tion bill for the District of Columbia, 
was passed late yesterday by a vote of 
55 to 32. 
Advocates of the measure 
apparently are confident of favorable 
action in the house. 


As it goes to the house, 
the 
bill 
would abolish saloons in the district 
and prevent the manufacture or sale 
of liquors within its limits, but not 
prohibit their import for personal use. 
The measure would take 
effect No- 
vember 1, next.

THAW'S BODYGUARD 
Philadelphia Police Did Not 
Succeed in Getting 
0'Byrnes. 


Xew York, Jan. 10.—With the poKcs 
of many cities searching for Harry K. 
Thaw, wanted here to answer to an in- 
dictment charging him with assaulting 
and kidnapping Frederick Gump, jr., of 
Kansas City, Mo., it 
developed 
today 
that the man whom the police of Phila- 
delphia have arrested is not George F. 
O'Byrnes, Thaw'.s bodyguard, alleged to 
have been involved in the enticing of 
Gujiip to New York last Christma.«'. 


Frank P. Walsh, counsel for the Gump 
family, consulted the attorney upon his 
return today from Philadeli>hia. He in- 
formed the prosecutor that the man ia 
custody iti that city is Oliver Brower, 
of Utica, N. Y. 


Brower aided Thaw in Utica last Oc- 
tober when Thaw conducted a political 
campaign there again.st a supreme court 
justice who had denied the man who 
killed Stanford White, a writ of habeas 
corpus during Thaw's legal fight to ob- 
tain hi.s release from the Mattewan stata 
hospital for the insane. 


Search in Four Cities. 


Police of 
New 
York, 
Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg and Washington were today 
searching for Thaw. 


Thaw was known to be in Philadel- 
phia Monday, but it was said there ha 
had loft Monday night for Washing- ' 
ton and that he had intended to leave 
Washington last night for his home in 
Pittsburg. 


It is charged 
that 
Thaw 
enticed 
young Gump, who is 19 years old, to a 
hotel here on Christmas 
night 
and 
beat him with a whip until the youth 
was covered with bloody welts. 


Frank P. Walsh, formerly chairman 
of the federal commission oh indus- 
trial relations, who is here as attorney 
for the i>oy's father, said that Thaw's 
acquaintance with young Gump goes 
back to December, 1915. 
Thaw, h® 
said, had written a number of letters, 
sent money and offered to pay his tui- 
tion at the Carnegie institute in Pitts-« 
burg. 


E^'^dence laid before the grand Jury 
here recalled testimony presented at 
the hearing on Thaw's sanity at Whito 
Plains in July in 1909. 
A New York 
lodging house keeper said that Thaw 
before he killed Stanford White lashed 
girls with a dog whip in a room which 
he hired at her house.

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Political Lines Not Drawn 


The United States senate's passage, 
a vote of 55 to 32, of the 
Sheppard bill to iibo]ish salooijs in the District of Columbia after 
November 1 nest is no less interesting as an accomplished fact than by 
the obliteration of pa?-ty lines in its achievement. If serious effort 
v/as made by the liquor interests to save the drinkeries in the nation- 
al capital by seeking to line up one political party in opposition to 
prohibition, it failed most dismally. The vote shows so complete an 
independence that it leaves no basis whatever for supposing that any 
political party is going to stand sponsor for the saloon. 


The proposed amendment, supported by the liquor interests, to 
submit the question to a referendum vote of.the citizens of Washing- 
ton, all but crept through in advance of the final test on the bil, itself, 
the referendum losing by a tie vote of 43 to 43. There were 26 demo- 
crats and 27 republicans voting for the referendum, while 22 demo- 
•rats and 21 republicans lined up against it. 


In the vote on the bill itself there was a realignment that encom- 
passed its passage safely, but did not in the least disturb the indepen- 
dent charaotor of the action. Twenty-eight democrats and 27 repub- 
licans supported the "dry" measure, while opposed to it were 22 dem- 
ocrats and 10 repuhlirans. Senator Kern, democrat, and Senator 
WatSóñ, repuhlii^Tn, Indiana's divided representation in the upper 
house, each voípd for the passage of the prohibition measure. The 
irieaslire now go^s to the honso, where similarlj'- favorable action is 
sfiil needed to raakn it a law. Fripnds of the bill assert their confidence 
rihat it will safoly pass the house, and that there, as in the senate, it 
wilibe ar-trd npiui as n moral and not a political measure. The augury 
is a hopefnl ono. V»')ien we can be assured that our legislative bodies 
svill judge moral questions on a moral basis, business issues on a bus- 
inesfi basis, and leavp political alignment for purely political questions, 
we will have taken a long step forward in governmental affairs. 


Governor Goodrich has already come up against a fight in his ef- 
fort to oust Mr. Jice from the public service commission, but things 
will not begin to liven up in real fashion until he presses his recom- 
ni6ndation for the abolition of some of the offices which he Avants to 
do away with. The rest of the brethren can maintain some degree of 
complacence so long as it is merely Ed Lee and not the job that is 
lianging in the balance. Elimination of iVIr. Lee would pave the way 
for some other patriot. Elimination of an office itself kills off every- 
body's chances and is an altogether different matter in the view of 
those who want it. 


Fort Wayne banks and trust companies held their aimual elec- 
tions of directors and officers on Tuesday, a function that in recent 
years has increased largely in public interest because of the splendid 
growth and the added importance year by year of these great financial 
interests. Fort Wayne is tremendously proud of its banks and its 
trust companies. They are a tower of strength, and it is gratifying to 
Bee that each is steadily growing and constantly increasing its measure 
of fine service to the community. 


A scientific civic analyst has been engaged to write a series of 
articles telling Indianapolis what's the matter with it, but capital city 
\fOik might as well prepare right now to expect a sharp disagreement 
with the diagnosis. Cities as a rule do not relish being told their 
shortcomings any more thoroughly than do individuals—and there is 
scarcely a finer field in which to waste effort than to attempt to tell 
Bome man where he's all wrong on things that have become matters of 
settled conviction with him.

In my former airtiele attention was 
called to the fact there was a lack of 
uniformity in the assessment of the 
tax«« in th« state. 
This has always 
been the serious defect in our tax sys- 
tem. 
So much 
attention 
has 
been 
griven to the administration of the to* 
laws that the plan has been called the 
"Indiana System." 


This article will be a short sketch of 
the development of this phase of our 
tax law. 


In the time, when Indiana was a 
territory, the assessors were appointed 
and worked under the direiition of cen- 
tral authorities. When the change was 
made to a state the administration of 
the tax laws became completely de- 
centrAlizod. 
The assess^ors were elect# 
ed with no supervision other than a 
local board to e<iuallze between 
the 
townships. 


In 183Î it was recommended by a 
committee from the hou'se that there 
be some means of equalization between 
the counties of the state. 
They rec- 
ommended a state board or district 
boards to equalize the assessments. No 
action was taken at this time. 
Two 
years later a state board was organ- 
ized consisting of one member from 
each of the eleven judicial districts of 
the state. 
This board was dissolved 
at the next session of the legislature as 
the time was not ripe for this step In 
centralization. 


The tax law of 1S52, which put the 
provision in the new constitution into 
effect, called for three boards for the 
equalization of taxes. 
The firsït was a 
local board consisting of the auditor, 
the commissioners and the appraisers. 
The next higlier was the district board, 
consisting of the auditors of the coun- 
ties of the congressional districts, hav- 
ing power to 
equalize 
between 
the 
counties of the district. 
The 
third 
board was composed of one member 
of each of the district boards and the 
auditor of state with power of equal- 
izing between the districts. In 1859 the 
latter board 
was s;ven power 
over 
county equalization. 


In 1872 tha 
district 
boards 
were 
abolished. 
The state board was re- 
organized to consist of the governor, 
lieutenant-governor, secretary-of-state, 
auditor and treasurer. 
They 
were 
also given the power of assessment of 
stock of corporations. 
The latter was 
taken av/ay in 1S77 with the exception 
of the as-sespment of railroad stock. 


The present tax law, which was writ- 
ten in 
1891, 
provided for a 
board 
known as the state board of tax com- 
missioners. 
This board 
consists 
of 
three members appointed by the gov- 
ernor with powers of equalization be- 
tween the counties and the assessment 
of certain forms oi property. 
The 
board has directive and 
supervisory 
powers over the local assessors. 
"With- 
in recent years confei-ences have been 
held before the assessments are made 
at which times the assessors and the 
board meet and discuss the policy to 
be adopted. This has resulted in much 
good in getting a higher degree of uni- 
formity. 


While the writer is of the opinion 
that the general property tax cannot 
be made to work with satisfaction or 
justice, much can be done to remedy 
conditions. 
In case the constitution 
permits only the general property tax 
then we mu.st accept what remedies 
we can in the administration of the 
laws. 


Centralization of the taxing system 
is the key to the situation. 
Inequality 
and lack of imiformity have always 
followed local administration of the tax 
laws in this and other states. 
Central- 
ization is necessary if the property is 
assessed uniformly over the state. 


One reform would be to give the 
state board power to equalize property 
by classes. 
At it now is provided the 
board must raise all classes if 
any 
change is made. For example, suppose 
horses are assessed as 40 per cent of 
their value and notes at 100 per cent if

AN UPWARD ONE 
Reports to The Associated 
Press Give General View 
t)f Situation. 


Chicago, Jan. 10.—^A siivvey of wage 
conditions in varlou» business centers 
of the middle west in the year just 
ended has brbugrht out a somewhat 
diversified situation, the trend moving 
toward increased 
pay for labor 
of 
nearly all kinds in most quarters but 
standing almost still in a few others. 


In Illinois there were 
substantial 
wage advances in many lines of indus- 
try. particularly iron manufacturing, 
lumber 
working, 
clothing 
making, 
printing, leather handling and man- 
ufacture of harvesting machlnerj^ 


The iron workers gQt better than a 
30 per cent raise 
during the 
year. 
First came a 10 pet 
cent 
advance; 
then another 10 per 
cent 
rise 
and 
finally a third uplift of 10 per bent, 
each raise being calculated on the sal- 
ary total made by the previous raises. 
The iron workers Included molders, 
open hearth furnace operators 
andiv 
other employes In similar labors in 
Chicago. 
East St. liouis. 
Rockford, 
Peoria, Moline, Rock Island and Wau- 
keegan. 


Jjumber Mill Workers. 


Lumber mill workers were paid, at 
the beginning of 1916, from $1.50 to 
$1.75 for common day labor, but be- 
fore the year closed their wages were 
advanced to $2.00 and $3.50 per day. 
Those mill hands who were paid by the 
week, earning $15 each six days, were 
given a bonus of 5 per cent before the 
close of last year, and were afterward 
advanced to $16 per week and then 
to $17 and that bonus was continued 
in both cases. 
The lumber teamsters' 
wages averaged $16 per week when a 
five-year 
contract was adopted where- 
by their wages were Increased to $17 
per week for the first two and a half 
years and to $18 per week for the i-e- 
mainder of the five-year term. , 


Clothing manufacturers 
have 
al- 
lowed wage increases o^from 10 to 15 
per cent, affecting about 50,000 work- 
ers in Illinois, mostly In Chicago, and 
harvesting implement manufacturers 
have raised the 
wages 
of 
common 
labor 10 per cent and also have made 
advances In piecework but on a varied 
percentage aiccording to the class of 
work. 


Printing house employes have been 
given a 12 per cent increase In Chi- 
cago, other parts of Cook county and 
in 
Hammond, Ind., Involving 
about 
20,000 workers. 


Leather 
manufacturers made 
ad- 
vances in 1916 varying from 10 to 15 
per cent and affecting approximately 
20,000 workers in the great leather- 
making districts of Chicago. Milwau- 
kee, Waukeegan 
and 
Racine. Wis.,v 
the last named noted as a sole leather 
and harness 
leather 
manufacturing 
locality. 


Higher in Cincinnati. 


In 
fcincinnati 
wages are 
reported 
higher than they wer«.* a year ago but 
in Ohio generally thwre nave 
been 
practically no increases except to the 
laborers employed 
In the 
establish- 
ments operated by machinery 
com- 
panies. 


Two large paper companies in In- 
dianapolis have announced raises in 
wages amounting in one case to a 
bonus of $13.000 and in another to a 
bonus of $4.000. 
In Indianapolis and 
the state generally, however, few an- 
nouncements of wage increases have 
been made. 


The situation in Michigan 
shows 
many favorable aspects. 
A r e p ^ t is- 
sued by the board of commerce of De- 
troit said that in Detroit and the man- 
ufacturing villages of Hamtramack. 
Highland 
Park 
and River 
Rouge, 
which are essentially part of Detroit's 
commercial life, t(he number of factory 
wage earners and salaried office em- 
ployes was reported as being for the 
year just closed 223,000. an increase 
over'the previous year of "29,206. 
A 
canvass made last October by board 
of commerce showed an average in- 
crease of 13 per cent in wages, but in 
some lines it is slightly more than that 
i and in a few individual cases It is much 
higher. 


Special Machine Workers. 
Desire of manufacturers for the ser- 
' vices 
of 
toolmakers. draftsman and 
special machine workers led to a de- 
mand for labor that broke all records 
in Michigan. 
The labor situation in 
the state was marked by little unrest, 
the exception.s being a strike of pat- 
ternmakers for a nine-hour day with 
ten hours' pay and a strike of cigar- 
makers which was of some violence. 
In the Bay City district wage increases 
have vai-led from a few cents for tex- 
tile workers to as high as 50 and even 
75 per cent for expert toolmakers. 


There have been 
in 
this 
district 
wage increases of from 5 to 10 cents 
per hour in building trades and labor- 
ers are still reported scarce in those 
lines. 
Jackson, Mich., reports pros- 
perity and best wages for common day 
labor paid for some time, the workers 
earning from $2.50 to $2.75 per day. 
Barbers got a 10 per cent increase

to^pay a reasonable return on the investment and make provision for future 
developement.

granted the employers of the street 
car company and a big flour making 
company granted its seventeen hun- 
dred workers advances of from 10 to 
15 per cent. 
A steel and machinery 
company, 
employing 
nearly 
three 
thousand men, granted them two gen- 
eral Increases of 10 per cent each in 
the year just closed. 


Skilled and common labor alike has 
been benefited by comparatively re- 
cent wage increases in Kentucky, ac- 
cording to figures gathered by private 
investigators. 
Data 
as to 
increases 
were available only in the cities, Louis- 
ville being the main source of infor- 
mation. 


In the large institutions the reports 
showed they ranged from 23 per cent 
for 700 employes 
of a large 
wagon 
factory to 10 per cent for approximate- 
ly 1,850 persons employed in cotton 
and flour mills and machine shops. 
In one instance an estimated average 
of 5 per cent Increase was reported 
for 300 railroad clerks and in another 
a salary bonus of 10 per cent for 350 
employes of a wholesale paint con- 
cern was cited. 


A comparatively small number of con- 


cerns were able to state tlie amount the 
higher wages involved. 
Those so rc- 
"porting, however, estimated the increas- 
ed annual outlay in wages at $612,000. 


Common Labor Increases. 


Increases for common labor, the in- 
vesigators learned, had 
increased 
five 
cents an hour to twenty cents., with eni- 
ploymcnt more general than for several 
years. 


According to Texas statistics compil- 
ed by C. W. Woodman, state labor com- 
missioner, salaries of wage-eaniers in 
that state have not increased as nmch 
as the cost of food products. His figures 
show that during the last year the wage 
of unskilled labor has increased only 2 
per cent, as compared Avith the previous 
year, and for skilled labor the increase 
has been between 6 and 8 per cent. Only

HASHED TURNIPS. 


BY BIDDY BYE. 


Turnips are generally spoiled by over- 
cooking. 
The flat white turnip when 
sliced will cook in thirty minutes. Win- 
ter turnips require from forty-five to 
sixty minutes. 
Here is Uncle Sam's 
recipe for Hashed Turnips: 


Chop boiled turnips. 
Return to the 
stewpan and for a pint and a half of 
turnips add a teaspooniul salt, one- 
fourth teaspoonful pepper, a tablespoon- 
ful butter and 4 tablespoonfuls water. 
Cook over a very hot fire imtil tlie tur- ] 
nips have absorbed all the seasonings. 
Serve at once. 


Or the salt, pepper, butter and a ta- 
blespoonful of flour may be added to the 
hashed turnips ; then the stewpan may i ' 
be placed over the hot fire and shaken 
frequently to toss up the turnips. When 
the turnips have been cooking 5 minutes 
add half a pint of meat stock or milk 
and cook ten minutes.

Indianapolis, Jan. 10.—A number of 
important measures were presented in 
the house today.

55 per cent of the weekly wage to 65

Suffragists Adopt a New 
Policy in Effort to Stir 
President. 


Washington, Jan. 10.—Woman suf- 
fi-agists, after another 
futile 
appeal 
to President Wilson s^esterday for his 
support 
to 
the Susan B. 
Anthony 
amendment, announced plans for re- 
taliation by picketing- the white house 
grounds with "silent sentinels." 


Their purpose is to make it impos- 
sible for the president to enter or leave 
the white house without encountering^ 
a sentinel bearing- some device plead- 
ing the suffrag-e cause. 


The move was acknowledged to be 
a step in the new policy of mild milit- 
ancy, which began with the coup in 
the 
house 
gallery 
on December 
6, 
when a party of suffragists unfurled 
a "Votes for Women" banner while the 
president was making his opening ad- 
dress. 


Raise $3.000 for Campaign. 


What the white 
house 
authorities 
will do about the pickets the suffra- 
gists intend to leave for development. 
After the women had their 
audience 
today they returned to headquarters 
of the congressional 
union, 
formed 
their new plans and held a meeting 
pledging $3,000 for the 
'silent 
sen- 
tinel" campaign. 


Headed by Miss Maud Younger and 
Mrs. Sara Bard Field. 800 suffragists 
from the congressional union went to 
see the president, ostensibly to present 
memorials on the death of Mrs. Inez 
Milholland Bolssevaln. 


Because of the affair in the house 
gallery In December there was some 
difficulty in arranging the audience, 
but the president consented to receive 
the women. 


Bxpresses His Surprise. 


When they made it the occasion to 
renew their pleas that he support the 
suffrage amendment the president ex- 
pressed 
his surprise, remmded 
the 
spokesman of the party that he had 
not been apprised of their full pur- 
pose and was not prepared to say any 
more than he had on previous occa- 
sions. 
He repeated that he believed 
personally in their cause, but as the 
leader of his party could not commit 
it to action it had not indorsed. 


The president added he could 
not 
understand 
why 
women 
failed 
to 
realize that the democratic party had 
done more for suffrage than the re- 
publicans. 


"I had not been apprised that you 
were coming here to make any rep- 
resentations or would issue an appeal 
to me," Bai<ythe president "I had been 
told that you were coming to present 
memorial resolutions with regard to 
the very 
remarkable 
woman 
whom 
your cause ha« lost. 
I therefore am 
not prepared to say anything further 
than I have said on previous occasions 
of this sort.

Teutonic Civilians, on Isle 
of Man Plan to Go Back 
to Employment, 


Douglas, Isle of 
Man. Dec. 
15.— 
(Correspondence 
of The 
Associated 
Press.)-—They are busily engaged in 
preparing for 
peace 
in 
the 
prison 
camfs on the Isle of Man. 


Here are nearly 25,000 German and 
Austrian civilian prisoners. 
Many of 
them have been re.sidents of the Brit- 
ish isles for ten or fifteen years and ex- 
pect to go back to their civilian em- 
ployment as soon 
as 
peace 
comes. 
Others have been 
in 
England 
for 
much shorter periods and plan to seek 
fresh fields. Hundreds would like to 
go to the United States. 
Two years 
of imprisonment has a sobering ef- 
fect on the most frivolous, and 
the 
frame of mind of the interned prisoner 
is almost 
uniformly 
serious. 
Some 
ai-e learning new trades, others mas- 
tering new ]anguage.s, others studying 
the course of the war in map and law 
book, with a view to being on the spot 
for post war developments of business 
and commerce. 


Most, of this preparation for peace 
is beins done by the prisoners them- 
.selves. 
Their teachers arc all from 
their own' number and much of the 
equipment fol* the .schools and, work- 
.<?hops has been purchased through the 
British authorities with money sup- 
plied by well-to-do prisoner.''. 


At the Knockaloe camp there 
are 
about 22.000 prisoners. 
Four 
thou- 
sand of them are studyin;; lanRuases, 
engineering, geography 
and 
kindred 
subjecLs or learning trades. 
Others 
are at work 
as gardeners, 
farmers, 
roadmakers or chefs. 


The work which a prisoner takes 
up in the prison .schools is frequently 
an Index to some new field of activity 
which he Is planning to enter after the 
war. 
Those studying Polish are cast- 
ing their eyes on <i>e prospect in the 
new kingdom of l*oland, while those 
who are devoting 
their 
energies 
to 
Spanish are generally looking forward 
to opportunity in South America. 


All this work is imder leaders chosen 
by the men themselves with the ap- 
proval of their British guardians.

lias now received the approval of all 
the entente governments and its de- 
livery la about to he made at Paris. 
1'iiblii-ation of tlio text of the note, 
however, will bo deferred until forty- 
eight hours after it has been received 
l>y the American government. 
The 


delays in sending the reply were due 
to changes suggested by one of the en- 
tente powers, but these proved to be 
largely changes In. phraseology, and 
not affer.ting the essential features of 
the reply as first drafted in Paris and 
London. 
As now finally framed the reply Is 


considerably longer than was the an- 
swer to the CJormnn peace proposals 
and contains approximately 3,200 to 
1.500 weirds. Us statements concern- 
ing the terms of the entente powers 
are more specific than were made in 
previous communications or official 
utterances, but they are still general 
and somewhat guarded in character.

Col. William F. Cody, "Buffalo Bill," 


hunter, soldier, scout and showman, was 
for many years known to nearly every 
man, woman, bny and girl in America 
through his wild west show with whieh 
he toured this country and Europe. He 
was a picturesque type of the pioneer 
frontircsman and lived to sec large cities 
built where he once hunted the buffalo 
and fought Indiana. 


Col. William F. Cody was born in Scott 


county, lo-wa, February 26, 1846. His 
ancestral stock was Spanish, English and 
Irish. His parents moved west and took 
up a claim near Lcavcnworth, Kansas, 
then a frontier Indian post, when Cody 
was five years .old.

LEAPS IN ICY KIR 


Chicago, 111., Jan. 10.—Investigation 


of the alleged police graft "ring" led 
to the taking into custody early today 
of Thomas Newbold, weathy hotel and 
cafe owner.

and that Costello, in turn, involved 
Chief Healey in his confession. 


While the utate's attorney withheld 


the details of the two confessions he 
charged that he had learned that, for 
at least six months, Costello had vis- 
ited Chief Healey's home on an aver- 
age of three times weekly, and that on 
one occasion he was accompanied by 
Michael Heitler, a police character 
known as "Mike De Pike," now under 
arrest in connection with the Investi- 
gation.

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Political Lines Not Drawn 


The United States senate's passage, by a vote of 55 to 32, of the 


Sheppard bill to abolish saloons in the District of Columbia after 
November 1 next is no less interesting as an accomplished fact than by 
the obliteration of party lines in its achievement. If serious 
effort 


v/as made by the liquor interests to save the drinkeries in the nation- 
el capital by seeking to line up one political party in opposition to 
prohibition, it failed most dismally. The vote shows so complete an 
independence that it leaves no basis whatever for supposing that any 
political party is going to stand sponsor for the saloon. 


The proposed amendment, supported by the liquor interests, to 


submit the question to a referendum vote of the citizens of Washing 
ton, all but crept through in advance of the final test on the bil itself 
the referendum losing by a tie vote of 43 to 43. There were 26 demo 
crats and 27 republicans voting for the referendum, while 22 demo 
irats and 21 republicans lined up against it. 


In the vote on the bill itself there was a realignment that encom 


passed its passage safely, but did not, in the least disturb the indepen 
Sent character nf the action. Txventy-eight democrats and 27 repub 
licans supported the "dry" measure, while opposed to it were 22 dem 
jcr'ats and 10 republicans. Senator Kern, democrat, and Senator 
Watson, republican, Indiana's divided representation in the upper 
house, each voted for the passage of the prohibition measure. The 
measure now gnps to the house, where similarly favorable action is, 
still needed to miiko it ;i law. Friends of the bill assert their confident 
that it will safely pass the house, and that there, as in the senate, i 
will be acred upon as a moral and not. a political measure. The augurj 
is a hopeful one. When \ve can be assured that, our legislative bodie 
will iudgo mornl questions on n moral basis, business issues on a bus 
iness basis, mid leave political alignment for purely politic;)! question? 
we will have Inkcu ;i long step forward in governmental affairs.

In my former article attention was 
ailed to the fact there was a lack of 
nlformlty In the assessment of the 
axes In the state. This has always 
een the serious defect in our tax ays- 
em- 
So much attention has been 


iven to the administration of the tax 
aws that the plan has been called the 
Indiana System." 
This article will be a short sketch of 


he development of this phase of our 
ax law. 


In the time, when Indiana was a 


erritory, the assessors were appointed 
,nd worked under the direction of c«n- 
ral authorities. When the change was 
made to a state the administration of 
he tax laws became' completely de- 
:entralired. The assessors were elect- 
d with no supervision other than a 
ocal board to equalize between the 
ownshlps. 


In 1K38 it was recommended by a 


;ommittee from the house that there 
>e some means of equalization between 
he counties of the state. They rec- 
ommended a state board or district 
boards to equalize the assessments. No 
action was taken at this time. Two 


ears later a state board was organ- 
zed consisting of one member from 
:ach of the eleven judicial districts of 
he state. This board was dissolved 
at the next session of the legislature as 
he time was not ripe for this step in 
centralization. 


The tax law of 1852, 
tthich put the 


provision in the new constitution into 
effect, called for three boards for the 
equalization of taxes. The first was a 
ocal board consisting of the auditor, 
the commissioners and the appraisers. 
Tho next higher \vas the district board, 
consisting of the auditors of the coun- 
ties of the congressional districts, hav- 
ng power to equalize between 
the 


counties of the district. 
The third 


boarB was composed of one merhber 
of eorh of the district boards and the 
auditor of state with power of equal- 


etween the districts. In 1859 the 


latter board was given power over 
county equalization. 


In 1872 the district boards were 


abolished. 
The state board was re- 


organized to consist of the governor, 
ieutenant-governor. secretary-ot-state. 
auditor and treasurer. 
They were 


also given the power of assessment of 
stock of corporations. Th« latter was 
taken away in 3877 with the exception 
of the assessment of railroad stock. 


The present tax law. which was writ- 


ten In 
1881. provided for a board 


known as the state hoard of tax com- 
missioners. 
Thl« board consists of 


three members appointed by the gov- 
ernor with powers of equalization be- 
tween the counties and the assessment 
of certain forms of property. 
The 


board has directive and supervisory 
powers over the local assessors. With- 
in recent years conferences have been 
held before the assessments are made 
at which times the assessors and the 
board meet nnd discuss tho policy to 
be adopted. This has resulted in much 
good in gdttlng a higher degree of unl 
formity. 


Whllo the writer Is of the opinion 


that the general'property tax canno 
be made to work with satisfaction o 
justice, much can bo done to remedy 
conditions. 
In case the constitution 


permits only the general property tax 
then we must accept what remedle; 
we can in the administration of th< 
laws. 


Centralization of the taxing system 


Is the key to the situation. Inequality 
and lac.k of uniformity have always 
followed local administration of the tax 
laws in this and other states. Central- 
nation is necessary if the property ia 
ssessed uniformly over the state. 


One reform would bo to give the 


state board power to equalize property 
iy classes. At it now Is provided the 
board must raise all classes If any 
change is made. For example, suppose 
lorses are assessed as 40 per cent of 
heir value end notes at 100 per cent if 
:be state boa,rd wishes to raise the 
valuation of horses to SO per cent they

WAGES III THE 


MIDDLE WEST 


Advance in Some Quarters, 


Stand Almost Still in 


Others. 


GENERAL TREND 


AN UPWARD ONE 


Reports to The Associated 


Press Give General View 


of Situation. 


Chicago, Jan. 10.—A survey of wage 


conditions in various business centers 
of the middle west in the year just 
ended has brought out a somewhat 
diversified situation, the trend moving 
toward increased pay for labor of 
nearly all kinds in most quarters but 
standing almost still in a few others. 


In Illinois there were substantial 


wage advances in many lines of indus- 
try, particularly iron manufacturing, 
lumber working, clothing making, 
printing, leather handling- and man- 
ufacture of harvesting machinery. 


The iron workers got better than *. 


30 per cent raise during- the year. 
First came a 10 per cent advance; 
then another 10 per cent rise and 
finally a. third uplift of 10 per cent, 
each raise being calculated on the sal- 
ary total made by the previous raises. 
The iron workers included molders, 
open hearth furnace operators and 
other employes in similar labors in 
Chicago. East St. Louis. Rockford, 
Peoria. Moline. Rock Island and "Wau- 
kecgan. 


Immber Mill Workers. 


Lumber mill workers were paid, at 


the beginning of 1916. from $1.50 to 
$1.75 
for common day labor, but be- 


fore the year closed their wages were 
advanced to $2.00 and $2.50 per day. 
Those mill hands who were paid by the 
week, earning $15 each six days, were 
given a bonus of 5 per cent before the 
clos^ of last year, and were afterward 
advanced to $16 per week and then 
to $17 and that bonus was continued 
in both cases. The lumber teamsters' 
wages averaged $16 per week when a 
flve-year contract was adopted where- 
by their wages were increased to $17 
per week for the first two and a half 
years and to $18 per week for the re- 
mainder of the flve-year term. 


Clothing manufacturers have al- 


xlowed wage increases of from 10 to 15 
per cent, affecting about 50,000 work- 
ers in Illinois, mostly In Chicago, and 
harvesting implement manufacturers 
have raised the wages of common 
labor 10 per cent and also have made 
advances in piecework but on a varied 
percentage according to the class of 
work. 


Printing house employes have been 


given a 12 per cent Increase In Chi- 
cago, other parts of Cook county and 
in Hammond, Ind., involving about 
20.000 workers.

I ternmakers for a nine-hour day with 


j ten hours' pay and a strike of clear- 
makers which was of some violence. 
In the Bay City district wage increases 
have varied from a few cents for tex- 
tile workers to as high as 50 and even 
75 per cent for expert toolmakers. 


There have been in this district 


wage increases of from 5 to 10 cents 
per hour in building trades and labor- 
ers are still reported scarce in those 
lines. 
Jackson, Mich., reports pros- 


perity and best wages for common day 
labor paid for some time, the workers 
earning from $2.50 to $2.75 per day. 
Barbers got a 10 per cent iricrease 
and molders were given a raise of 50 
cents per day of nine hours. School 
teachers and janitors have been grant- 
ed increases ranging from 7 to 10 per 
cent. 


Advances in Wisconsin. 


Nearly all employes in every indus- 


try in AVIscbnsin have obtained wage 
advances (with exception of dorks and 
office employes), according to a report 
made by .Tames A. Fctt'erly, secretary 
of the retail a.nd credit division of the 
Merchants' and Manufacturers' asso- 
ciation who has just completed a gen- 
eral survey. Skilled labor lias bene- 
fited \o the extent of an advance in 
wages amounting to from 40 to 100 
per cent. Various manufacturing con- 
cerns have enlarged their pay rolls 
from 25 to 70 per cent and have main- 
tained their full quota of employes. 


Minnesota reports general wage in- 


creases ranging from 5 to 20 per cent 
by a number of tho greatest manufac- 
turing and other business concerns of 
U"> *tato. Two small increases were 


granted th« employers of the street 
car company and a bis flour maklns 
company granted ita seventeen hun- 
dred workers advances of from 10 to 
16 per cent. A steel and machinery 
company, employing nearly

the year Just closed. 


Skilled and common labor alike has 


been beneilted by comparatively re- 
cent wage increases in Kentucky, ac- 
cording to figures gathered by private 
Investigators. Data as to increases 
were available only In the cities, Louis- 
ville being the main source of infor- 
mation. 


In the large institutions the reports 


showed they ranged from 23 per cent 
for 700 employes of a large wagon 
factory to 10 per cent for approximate- 
ly 1,850 persons employed in cotton 
and flour mills and machine shops. 
In one instance an estimated average 
of 6 per cent increase was reported 
for 300 railroad clerks and in another 
a salary bonus of 10 per cent for 350 
employes of a wholesale paint con- 
cern was cited,

Turnips are generally spoiled by over- 


cooking.

MAKES WAY EASY FOR 


Some Important Measures

An important series of amendments 


to the present employers' liability law 
is proposed in the bill Introduced by 
Representative Mosier, of Bedford. 
The bill changes the period of receiv- 
ing compensatoin from fourteen days 
after injury to seven days and raises 
the percentage of compensation from 
55 per cent of the weekly wage to 65 
per cent and also designates a new

It requires three years' 
residence in the state of any foreign 
born male person before he is eligible 
for naturalization and franchise. Also 
every voter must present his poll tax 
receipt for the past two years In order 
to be eligible to vote.

Suffragists Adopt a New 


Policy in Effort to Stir 


President. 


Washington. Jan. 10.—Woman sut- 


fraclsts, after another futile appeal 
to President Wilson yesterday for his 
support 
to 
the Susan B. Anthony 


amendment, announced plans for re- 
taliation by picketing- the white house 
grounds with "silent sentinels." 


Their purpose ia to make It Impos- 


sible for the president to enter or leave 
the white house without encountering 
11. sentinel boariner some device plead- 
ins the sufCraeo cause. 


The move was acknowledged to he 
step in the new policy of mild milit- 


ancy, which began with the coup In 
the 
house fja.llery on December 6, 


when a party of suffragists unfurled 
a "Votes for Women" banner while the 
president was making his opening ad- 
dress. 


Raise $8.000 for Campaign. 


What the white house authorities 


will do about the pickets the suffra- 
gists intend to leave for development. 
After the women had their audience 
today they returned to headquarters 
of the congressional union, formed 
their new plans and held a meeting 
pledging 53,000 for the 'silent sen- 
tinel" campaign. 


Headed by Miss Maud Younger and 


Mrs. Sara Bard Field, 300 -suffragists 
from the congressional union went to 
see the president, ostensibly to present 
memorials on the death of Mrs. Inez 
Milholland Bolssevain. 


Because of the affair in ths house 


gallery In December there was some 
difficulty in arranging the audience, 
but the president consented to receive 
the women. 


Expresses His Surprise. 


When they made it the occasion to '. 


renew their pleas that he support the ! 
suffrage amendment tho presioc-nt ex- 
pressed 
his surprise, reminded tho 


spokesman of the party that he had 
not been apprised of their full pur- 
pose and was not prepared to say any 
more than he had on previous occa- 
sions. 
Ho re'peated that he believed 


personally In their cause, but as the 
leader of his party could not commit 
it to action it had not indorsed. 


The president adde.d he could not 


understand 
why women 
failed 
to 


realize that the democratic party had 
done more for suffrage than tho re- 
publicans. 


"I had not been apprised that you 


were coming here to make any rep- 
resentations or \voula issue an appeal 
to me," said the president. "I had been 
told that you were coming to present 
memorial resolutions with regard to 
the very remarkable woman 
whom 


your cause has lost. I therefore am 
not prepared to say anything further 
than T have said on previous occasions 
of this sort. 


Commander! by Party.
